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to Between 1943 and 1945, the Seesae Army built fortifications at Wangyehriac 
(122-01, 46-05) and along the western avoroaches to Wangyehmiso and Taoman (122-47, 
4§=21), aasuming that in time of war with the USSR the main Soviet force would sf 
advance into this region from the Bayan Tumen (114-30, 48-04) area to cut off the 
Ssapingchieh (124-22, 43-ll)-Tsitsihar (123-57, 17-22) rail line while a smaller — 
Soviet force would attempt to sever the Paichengtzu (122-52, 45—37)«A#shan (119-53, 
47@12) railroad. 


2, The Kosutenera (approximately 121-07, 45232) fortified area, at the confluence of 
the Horen and Hundin Rivers, apvroximately 125 kilometers southwest of Wangyehmiac. 
and the three fortified areas in the vicinity of Uburin Jalage (north of 
Baksonera, 120-37, 46-12), mid-way between Wangyehmiao and Solun (121-24, 4601), 
comprised the key defenses to these atrategic rail lines on the route cf approach 
from the Mongolian People's Republic (MPR). 


3. ‘The construction of the Kesutenera fortification (see Attachment No. 1) was started 
in 1943 and was completed in the spring of 1945. ‘The purnose of the fortification | 
was solely to delay an advancing force,moving toward the Tsitsilhar-Ssuvingchieh 
rail line, from three to five days in order to allow troops in rear areas to 
mobilize; consequently, the fortifications were not extensive. In peacetime, one 
company of infentry waa stationed at the fortification as observers. In wartime, 
one battalion of infantry, two ficld artillery companies, one anti-tank gun battalion 
and two heavy machine gun companies were supposed to man the fortification. At 
the time of the eatry of the Soviet Army into Manchuria, there were no weapons or 
personnel at the fortification however. 


4, The Kosutenera fortification had the following facilities: 

‘ao Field artillery, anti-tank and heavy machine gun vlatforms. The artillery 
and anti-tank gun vlatforms were 75cm thick: the heavy machine fun plate 
forms were 50em thick. The weanons were not mounted in peacetime.

6. The Uburin Jnlage fortifications (see Attachments 2, 3 & 4), constructed between 1942 
and 1944, were built to helt temmorarlly troovs meving toward the Paichengteu-Arshan rail- 
road. There were three fortified areas in this defensive setup; the first at Uburin Jnlaga 
an the Guiler River, the second nine ldloneters vest of Uburin Jalaga along the Guiler 


River ani the third about Benky kilometers west of the second fortification alse on the 
Guiler River. 


7. The facilities of these fortifications were similar to those of the Kosutenera fortified 
areat 
a. Concrete platforms for field artillery, anti-tank guns and heavy machine sune. 
b. Barbed wire around the vositions. 
ce. Televhone conmrmnication ‘etween the sun vositions. 
ad. Automobile roads for liaison between irmortant nositions. 
e, Tunneled sun ly storerooms and tank trans along the vulnernble routes of amroach. 


8. Beas points of these fortifications were the game as thse of the Rosutenera fortifi- 
Cations ; 


9.. The Wangyehmiao fortified area (see Attachment Mo. 5) was the key noint in the Jananese 
defense line in Northwestern Manchuria becouse, if this strongnoint were broken throush, 
the Tsitsihar-Ssuningchieh railrosd vould be severed, isolating troons in Tsitslhar, 
Hailar and Arshan. The Wangvehmino fortification was not intended to be a sacrificial 
nosition, as those at Kosutenera and Uburin Jnlaga, but was to emmloy an aggressive 
defense until the arrival of reinforcements. rom the standpoint of terrain, this 
fortification was endoved with -11 the qualities necessery for such a plan.- 


10. The Wangyehmiao fortification facilities ineluded: 
ae Platforms for heavy 15cm guns. 
be Anti~aircraft, field artillery and anti-tan’ gun vlatforms. 
c. Automobile ronds betveen nositions. 
d. Barbed wire entanglenents around the verious nositions.

Tank trans along imoortent routes of anvroach, = 
é&. An airfield nearby with fighter and bomber plane sup ort. 
h. <A huge tunneled cir raid shelter and varehouse for military sup»lies. 
i. <A. spur line to the POPUL EL CATIONS fron the Psichengst7u-Solun railroad which was 
vartially cormleted. 
j. The entire fortified area wos built in a rocy mountainous area and all of the 
' positions were cave~like and nractically unexnosed on the surface. 


il. The Wangyehmiao fortification had the following weak voints: 
a. In places where steel and concrete should have been used, bamboo was substituted 
for the steel because of the difficulty of procuring steel. 
b. The eastern sector of the fortification could not be strongly defended because of 
its tonogravhy and was extremely vulnerable to air attacks. 


12. The following was the nronosed disnosition of troons in the Wangyehmiao fortified area:

The fortificstion was only eichty percent cormmleted at the time of the Japanese surrender 
end there vere no troo:s disvosed in the various Dositions at that time. 
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
